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SCHOOL REPORT. 


In compliance with the laws of the State your Super- 
intendent presents to the citizens of the town the follow- 
ing report of the schools for the year ending March 1, 
1885: | 

As last year we have had only four schools. The 
scholars of District No. 5 have attended the school of 
District No. 2. 

The number of children reported by the Selectmen, 
55,—27 boys and 28 girls. 

The number of children between the ages of five and 
fifteen not attending any school, 5. 

The whole number of visitors, 248; number of visits 
by Prudential Committees, 10; by Superintendent, 27. 

Names of scholars neither absent nor tardy for the 
year: Luella Holt, Eddie Gay, Lizzie Jewett, Allan 
Nims, Frank Fifield, Ola Fifield, Henry Smith, Ray- 
mond Smith; number neither absent nor tardy for one 
whole term, 39. ) 

‘¢ Lessons on the Human Body,” by O. M. Brunds, 
on elementary treatise upon physiology, hygene and the 
effects of stimulants and narcotics on the human system 
was introduced in accordance with law. 

Swinton’s Grammar has been exchanged for Patterson’s. 
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One copy of Miss Wiggins’ ‘* Lessons on Manners’ 
was put into each school. 

A nice moulding board, fully equipped for school uses, 
found its way into District No. 4 school room. 

‘The school in District No. 1 has had the benefit of a 
twelve-inch terrestrial globe, purchased by the ‘* Busy 
Bee ” society. . 

- Supplementary reading has been continued from last 
year’s supply. 

The merits of the specimens of writing will be con- 
sidered elsewhere. It is enough to say here that we have 
some very fine writers especially among the younger 
pupils. 

It is an old story to say at the close of a term the 
school has been successful or unsuccessful as the case 
may be, and to break the monotony of this long practical 
custom we adopted a new plan, and report to conform 
with our work. We doubt the expediency of offering 
any prizes whatever in our schools for exciting competi- 
tion and rivalry between pupils. But Agassiz says, 
‘¢ Comparisons are at the bottom of all philosophy. With- 
out comparisons we never could go beyond the knowledge 
‘of isolated disconnected facts.” 

At the commencement of the summer terms we told 
each school that at the commencement of the next term 
we would give each school its own standing at the close 
of the summer term, compared with the others in regard 
to attendance, punctuality, conduct, and the common 
studies. The idea was not to encourage one pupil or one 
school to try to excel another, but for each pupil to try 
to excel himself, and each school to gain a higher stand- 
ing. The result was about one-third as many absences, 
and two-thirds as many tardy marks as during thé sum- 
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mer terms the year before; the conduct was generally 
improved, and progress made in studies satisfactory. 

Nos. 3 and 4 continued faithful through the year, as 
indicated by the annexed table, but from sickness No. 1 
~ had more absences during the fall and winter terms, and 
the register for No. 2 fall and winter terms in addition to 
a large number of absent marks, was defaced by numer- 
ous long lines drawn to indicate non-membership absences. 
In those schools where the teacher governed, and the 
attendance was regular, where every scholar learned every 
lesson assigned the class during the term, we found what 
must follow as a natural consequence—discipline and 
attainments. “But when some of the older pupils who 
should be patterns of submission and obedience, indulge 
in a course of conduct which must lessen the prosperity 
of a school, and the average daily attendance is only a 
fraction more than half the whole number of pupils, we 
know even if the school makes a creditable appearance 
at the examination, it must be through some tact of the 
teacher, rather than from substantial knowledge gained 
by the pupils. 

Competent teachers have been employed, and with one 
exception, the same teacher.has been retained through 
the year. We do not wish to be understood that we 
think the teachers have been ¢nfallible or that the school 
organizations were perfect, for humanity is frail and 
erring, and all human institutions defective and imper- 
fect; but we do contend that our schools would have 
compared one with another, more favorably, and could 
have been representatives of a model school had each 
received that*support our common schools may justly 
claim from our intelligent, enterprising community, how- 
ever great the responsibility of the teacher. — 
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We wish to return thanks for all kind and encouraging 
words received from prudential committees and parents, 
while feebly discharging our sometimes perplexing duties, 
also the many cheerful and happy greetings so generously 
bestowed by teachers and pupils.
